Late King of Roumania Told of For

In view of the German statement 
that Belgium made secret arrang’ 


ments with France and Bngland—

“et Volk,” the Duteh labor journal, 
publishes a speech which M. de Broe- 
queville, the Belgian premier, made at | 
a secret sitting of parliament, when | 
the Belgian army bill was submitted. | 

According to the version of a Soc-/ 
jalist member of parliament, to the) 
publication of which M, de Brocque: | 
ville is said to have consented, (ne) 
promier told parliament that the army | 
bill was que to the German army bill | 
of 1912, and Germany’s desire to have 
300,000 more men in the first line than 
France has. 

“During last summer,” said the pre- 
mier ,;we learned that the purpose of 
the increase was to enable German} 
armies to break through Belgium. We} 
were told of this by several powers, | 
and our uneasiness was increased by} 
several plans of which we were in-, 
formed.” 

The premier then erad several re-| 
ports regarding the railway around 
Elsenborn, and the possibility of Ger 
many transporting 50,000 men in less | 
than 24 hours and invading Belgium 
after a three hour march, “Therefore,” 
observed M, de Brocquevile, ‘we must 
beware of Germany.” | 

As to France, she had strengthened |

spring for use in the manufacture of 
War garb. 

A call has recently gone out from 
Canada for ak equipment of fur caps, 
gloves and other articles of winter 
wear, and the skin of the seal has 
been stipulited as the material to be 
used in filling this order. This is the 
seal that is found off the Newfounda- 
land coasts in Mareh and April of 
every year and that is killed to the 
number of 250,000 to $50,000 annually. 

The seals are captured chiefly for 
their skins and fat, the latter being

who edited it. It not only contains 
a general description of the various 
stones that are used in Canada, but 
also a.chemical analysis of the dif- 
ferent}varieties, and it is well {lus 
trated with splendid photographs of 
typical buildings containing the dif- 
ferent ‘stones described. 

Canadian Sandetones 

Dealing with the subject of Can- 
adian Sand Stones, the Stone Cutters 
state their views as follows: 

In presenting for your consideration 
the Sandetones of Ontario and the 
Maritime Provinces, with the chemical 
analysis of same, we may be pardoned 
for making a few observations upon 
our outlook as Canadian citizens. 

Experience has taught us thet it 
is a wise policy to stand for the de- 
velopment of home industries; and be- 
leving that this 1s.the only safe course 
to pursue in protecting the home work- 
er agatnst the invasion of foreign pro 
ducts, “which factor is playing such 
havoc-in our craft at the presant time, 
owing to the remarkable development 
of machinery, and the manner in 
which artificial’ methods: facilitate the 
production of wealth. 

Theevil resulting from this is easily 
discerned in the number of skilled 
mechanics either temporarily em- 
Rloye?or totally unemployed. We 
clearly foresee’ the foolishness of en- 
deavoring to prohibit medcheaind 
Mears of ,production, “but” we are 
of opinion that. condition could be 
made-operative which would result in 
é*minimum: of suffering, to those ée- 
pendent upon the industry forse tty, 
ing, namely: (1) Thates far es pew 
adic all work should beemecuted én cthe 
locality for which the constyuction is 
intended. (2) And secondly, that pse 
ference should be gtven to hame-pre- 
ducts as far as the supply ts possible. 

Between Two Evile ; 

Many objections may ‘be raised te 
these suggestions, buh we ara-piecad. 
to choose batweet Wesabe, BRLS Hise 
wise men, choose the lesser. The 
question of supply will probably take 
priority in the objections, and without 
discussing the quest 4 on ita bread 
merits here, we er.scinde that from 
@ national point of view, we have a 
home market, “why not @ home 
supply?” 

There is an abundence of stone in 
the provinces, and if its prodvetion 
was facilitated, conld supply every 
legitimate demand of the building in- 
dustry. So far as the stones them- 
selves are concerned, they stend well 
in comparison to other stones nat pro- 
duced in the provinces. (The neéees- 
sary chemical combination and the 
demonstration of actual strength of 
the same, and, considering that we 
have almost every variety of sand- 
stone possessing the desirable cherac- 
teristics for the expression of artistic 
design), leads us to conchrde that the 
advocacy of tts practical utitty is 
reasonable, and to accomplish ae much 
wider use of these stones*is net be- 
yond our expectation,

A MONARCH OF TRADE 


SIR GEO. SIMPSON WAS A GREAT 
‘ADMINISTRATOR. 


The Man Who Was For Forty Years 
Head of the Hudson's Bay Co. Had 
the Power and Territory of a King 
—He was Famous For His Speed 
In Traveling and Made Some Very 
Remarkable Trips. 


Ct the many distinguished men who | 
administered the affairs of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Co. during those many 
years when it exercised almost sove- 
reign rule over Prince Rupert Land, 
one of the ablest was Sir George — 
Simpson, for almost forty years the | 
company’s chief executive officer. | 


those of a king and with a territor 
much greater than that over whic 
many a_ sovereign of Europe held 
sway, Sir George Simpson, although 
a subject and a commoner, may well 
be ranked among the rulers of his 
time. 

The essential purpose of his rule 
was to maintain peace throughout the 
vast territory in which the Hudson's 
Bay Co. enjoyed a monopoly of trade, 
and which practically included all of 
British North America west and north 
of the upper waters of the Ottawa 
River; to carry on bag Ser all that 
region trade with the Indians that 
would result in profit to his com- 
pany; to maintain the integrity of 
the territory as a British possession; 
and to hold it until the course of ev-nts 
should hand it over to the Canadian 
Government as the great western heri- 
tage of the Cs..adian people. j 

As an administrator of the affairs 
of the Hudson’s Bay Co. Sir George 
Bimpson was probably unequalled; 
but he failed to foresee the great 
future that lay before the West as a 

art of Canada, destined a few years 
ater to stretch from ocean to ocean. 

In 1820, the year preceding the 
amalgamation of the Hudson’s Bay 
and the Northwest Companies, Sitnp- 
son, then a young man, was sent out | 


the company’s trade in the Athabasca 
country ‘ying to the north of Edmon- 
ton, and of which Fort Chipewyan 
was one of the chief posts. With a 
flotilla of fifteen canoes, loaded with 
goods and supplies, he journeyed 


and there he at once applied himself 
with great diligence and ability to 
the affairs of the company. 

To-day, when the wild West of In- 
dian and buffalo, trapper and trader, 
has almost wholly ceased to exist, and 
has been largely succeeded by the 
West of grain fields and railways, it | 
is interesting to glance at the history 
of those early times and to consider | 
the mode of life in the traders’ days 
and the conditions then_ prevailing

“At some seasons both whites and 
Indians live in wasteful abundance on | 
venison, buffalo meat, fish and game | 
of .1l kinds; at other times they are 
reduced to the last degree of hunger, 
often passing seveyal days without 
food. In the year 1820 our proyisions | 
fell short at the establishment, and 
on two or three whole days and nigits

Simpson soon became noted for the 
speed with which he traveled. His | 
impetuous nature could brook no lag- 
ging by the way. It is related that 
on one occasion when crossing the 
Lake of the Woods he kept urging for- 
ward his voyageur with such unrea- 
son that finally the enraged boatman 
seized the governor by the shoulders | 
and plunged him into the lake, draw- 


| ing him out quickly, wet to the skin
